of opposition but the very fact of cut­ 


ting the wages a man expects to get 


for 
his services whether they are 


worth the amount or not, is odius 


to the laborer. 


In making his defence against any 


reduction the office 
holder, 
when 


forced into a corner, is compelled to 


go 
into 
details o f expenditure to 


show that the net income of the posi­ 


tion he holds only pays him a fair 


living. 
T h i s is decidedly unpleasant 


as facts are bound to c o m e to the 


light which are ugly to look in the 


face.

ler by degrees and beautifully less.

taking

from the 


county officials the Legislative Com­ 


mittee have to have all of the above 


with much more added to it in the 


way of keeping up the dignity o f the 


office, etc., etc.

as if in thunder tones. 


With all of this in his brain how is 


the committee man going to decide?
